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FOR  PEACE  AND  FRIENDSHIP 

Prior  to  the  victory  of  the  Great  October  Socialist  Re¬ 
volution  in  Russia,  Vladimir  Lenin  —  the  founder  of  the  Soviet 
State  wrote  that  the  working  people  of  Soviet  Russia  would 
exert  maximum  effort  to  achieve  consolidation  with  the  Mon¬ 
gols,  Persians,  Indians  and  Egyptians,  that  the  Soviet  people 
regarded  it  their  duty  to  help  the  latter  turn  to  the  use  of  machi¬ 
nery,  lighten  labour  and  introduce  democracy. 

According  to  Lenin’s  behests  the  Soviet  government  has 
been  concentrating  on  the  development  of  economic  and  cultu¬ 
ral  ties  between  all  countries,  irrespective  of  their  social  and 
state  systems,  thus  ensuring  one  of  the  basic  prerequizites  for 
the  maintenance  of  world  peace. 

From  the  very  first  days  of  its  existence  the  Soviet  State  has 
been  championing  peace  and  international  friendship  as  one 
of  the  bulwarks  of  peace  itself.  One  of  the  first  documents 
adopted  by  the  Soviet  State  was  the  Decree  on  Peace  which  was 
unanimously  approved  by  the  second  All-Russia  Congress  of 
Soviets  on  November  8th  1917.  Soviet  Russia’s  debut  in  the 
international  diplomatic  field  at  the  Genoa  conference  over  40 
years  ago  has  gone  down  in  history  along  with  the  first  sincere 
and  feasible  plan  for  world  disarmament. 

The  Soviet  people  suffered  much  during  the  years  of  foreign 
intervention  (1918 — 1920).  During  World  War  Two  (1941  — 
1945)  they  waged  a  courageous  struggle  against  the  German 
fascist  invaders.  Today,  the  Soviet  Union  actively  works  for  the 
preservation  of  peace,  supports  the  national-liberation  move¬ 
ments  and  condemns  imperialist  aggression  against  any 
country. 

The  war  in  Vietnam  unleashed  by  the  American  imperialists 
and  their  armed  intervention  in  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Do¬ 
minican  Republic  arouse  wrathful  indignation  of  the  whole  of 
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mankind.  Here  in  Uzbekistan,  as  everywhere  else  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  there  is  a  growing  movement  of  protest  against  United 
States  intervention  in  Vietnam.  At  mass  rallies  held  at  industri¬ 
al  enterprises  and  collective  farms,  in  the  towns  and  villages, 
the  Uzbek  people  express  their  solidarity  with  the  heroic  people 
of  fighting  Vietnam. 

Nguen  Van  Dong,  assistant  head  of  the  Permanent  Repre¬ 
sentation  of  the  National-Liberation  Front  of  South  Vietnam  in 
the  USSR  recently  visited  the  Uzbek  Republic  during  a  week  of 
solidarity  with  the  people  of  Vietnam.  He  attended  meetings 
and  mass  rallies  and  heard  their  participants  expressing  firm  de¬ 
termination  to  render  the  people  of  Vietnam  every  possible 
assistance.  This  determination  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  a 
campaign  has  been  started  in  Uzbekistan  to  raise  a  relief  fund 
for  the  victims  of  American  intervention. 

In  the  existing  international  situation,  the  further  develop¬ 
ment  of  friendly  relations  between  peoples  acquires  particular 
significance  because  peace  and  a  happy  future  is  what  men, 
women  and  children  need  most  of  all. 

The  Soviet  people  who  are  educated  in  the  spirit  of  fraternal 
friendship  and  respect  for  all  peoples  —  big  and  small,  adhere 
to  the  principles  of  proletarian  internationalism  and  firmly 
believe  that  the  only  way  to  mutual  understanding,  peace  and 
friendship  between  peoples  lies  through  cultural  cooperation, 
exchange  of  scientific  and  artistic  riches,  and  personal  contacts 
of  scientific  and  cultural  workers  of  all  countries. 

The  allround  development  of  international  ties  comprises 
personal  contacts  between  Soviet  statesmen  and  their  opposite 
numbers  abroad,  close  cooperation  between  the  Communist 
Party  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Communist  and  Werkers’ 
Parties  in  other  countries,  contacts  between  trade  unions,  broa¬ 
der  exchange  of  parliamentary/public  and  other  delegations, 
development  of  trade  and  other  economic  ties,  internationa! 
tourism  and  greater  exchange  of  students. 

The  Soviet  Union  has  established  strong  trade  ties  with 
almost  100  countries  of  the  world.  Merchant  ships  flying  the 
Soviet  flag  call  on  over  500  foreign  ports.  Soviet  export  pours 
out  in  an  endless  stream  through  Odessa,  Novorossiisk, 
Ilyichyovsk,  Ismail,  Reni,  and  other  ports. 

Our  country  maintains  cultural  ties  with  over  100  states. 
Every  year  over  700  thousand  Soviet  citizens  go  abroad  and 
about  as  many  foreigners  visit  the  USSR. 

The  Soviet  public  and  its  organization:  the  Alliance  of  So¬ 
viet  Societies  for  Friendship  and  Cultural  Relations  with 
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Friendship  of  the  youth. 


Foreign  Countries  take  an  active  part  in  the  struggle  for  peace 
and  friendship  between  peoples,  for  the  peaceful  coexistence  of 
states  with  different  social  systems.  The  Alliance  maintains 
contacts  with  over  10  thousand  public,  State  and  cultural  orga¬ 
nizations  in  133  countries.

Soviet  Uzbekistan  —  a  franchised  republic  in  the  USSR, 
maintains  and  develops  manifold  contacts  with  the  peoples  of 
other  countries.  The  very  fact  that  these  relations  exist  is  indeed 
symptomatic  —  it  means  that  the  culture  of  the  Uzbek  people 
has  risen  to  the  level  of  the  cultural  achievements  of  the  most 
developed  countries  of  the  world,  it  means  that  socialist  Uzbe¬ 
kistan  has  rightfully  emerged  on  the  world  arena.  In  the  frater¬ 
nal  family  of  Soviet  peoples,  the  Uzbek  Republic  has  achieved 
unprecedented  progress  within  a  remarkably  short  period  of 
time  —  from  a  backward  peripherial  province  of  tsarist  Russia, 
Uzbekistan  has  developed  into  a  modern  republic  with  an 
advanced  industry,  mechanized  agriculture  and  a  high  level  of 
culture. 

President  Abdallah  As-Sallal  of  the  Yemeni  Republic,  com¬ 
menting  on  his  visit  to  Uzbekistan,  declared  that  the  Uzbek 
people  have  performed  a  great  leap  forward,  credit  for  which 
goes  to  wise  leadership  and  the  socialist  principles  which 
guarantee  every  man  the  right  to  live...  President  As-Sallal 
further  said  that  the  experience  accumulated  by  the  Uzbek 
Republic  would  be  useful  to  the  people  of  the  young  Yemeni 
Republic.  ...«We  have  close  contacts  with  your  people  and  we 
have  come  to  love  them  with  all  our  heart.  All  that  we  have 
seen  in  Uzbekistan  exceeded  all  our  expectations»,  the  Presi¬ 
dent  said  in  conclusion. 

Under  the  Soviet  power  over  1,300  major  industrial  enter¬ 
prises  have  been  built  in  Uzbekistan.  Today  they  employ  350 
thousand  skilled  workers  and  about  40  thousand  engineers 
and  technicians.  Gross  industrial  output  in  the  Republic  has 
grown  27.5  times  as  compared  with  1928.  The  heavy  industry 
which  is  the  backbone  of  socialist  economy  has  been  given 
priority  development. 

Gas  production  is  an  entirely  new  branch  of  industry  in  the 
economy  of  Uzbekistan.  Non-ferrous  metallurgy  has  also  be¬ 
come  one  of  the  leading  branches  of. industry  in  the  Republic  and 
much  attention  is  devoted  to  the  development  of  the  chemical 
industry. 

The  Uzbek  Rebublic  has  enormous  raw  materials  resources' 
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Cuban  irrigation  engineers  studying  drainage  systems  in  the  Hunger  Steppe.

Participants  in  the  Tashkent  session  of  the  United  Nations  Scientific-Consultative  Commitee 
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'cotton,  silk,  kenaf,  etc.,  which  provide  for  the  allround  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  light  industry.  Uzbekistan  holds  third  place  in  the 
world  in  cotton  output  and  is  the  world’s  leader  in  its.  per  capita 
production. 

The  textile  industry  of  Uzbekistan  is  indeed  the  pride  of  the 
people.  The  Republic  produces  over  200  million  square  metres 
of  cotton  print,  silk  and  unweaved  fabrics. 

The  agriculture  of  Uzbekistan  has  also  undergone  radical 
changes.  Cotton  remains  the  staple  crop  but  its  output  has  gone 
up  sevenfold  as  compared  .  with  the  pre-revolutionary  period. 
Last  year  the  Uzbek  Republic  produced  3  million  700.  thousand 
tons  of  unginned  cotton.  After  the  1917  revolution  extensive  ir¬ 
rigation  construction  has  been  carried  out  in  various  parts  of 
Uzbekistan.  Prior  to  the  revolution,  total  capital  investment  in 
irrigation  and  land  development  for  the  whole  of  Central  Asia 
amounted  to  only  2.5  million  roubles,  whereas  during  the  last 
forty-eight  years  budget  allocations  for  the  same  purpose  equ¬ 
alled  750  million  doubles-  (based  on  one  currency  equivalent). 

Mr.  Floyd  E.  Domini,  head  of  the  United  States  Irrigation 
and  Land  Improvement  Bureau,  speaking  of  his  visit  to  Uzbe¬ 
kistan  remarked  that  he  had  been  studying  problems  of  irriga¬ 
tion  for  the  last  thirty  . years  during  which  he  saw  most  of  the 
countries  of  the  world.  However,  Mr.  Domini  added,  he  was  de¬ 
eply  impressed  by  the  scope  of  land  development  work  in  Uzbe¬ 
kistan  and  by  the  excellent  training  level  of  the  local  specialists. 

Public  education,  science,  culture  and  the  health  services  in 
Uzbekistan  have  also  reached  a  high  plane  of  development.  The 
Uzbek  Republic  can  boast  of  its  own  national  and  highly-trained 
specialists.  The  133  research,  establishments  of  Uzbekistan, 
including  the  national. Academy  of  Sciences  have  a  staff  of  some 
15  thousand  scientific  workers,  of  whom  over  3  thousand  have 
degrees. 

All  what  the  Uzbek  Republic  has  achieved  under  the  Soviet 
power  has  brought  it  into  the  ranks  of  the  advanced  states  of 
the  world.  Uzbekistan’s  international  popularity  is  steadily 
growing  and  so  are  its  foreign  ties. 

DEVELOPMENT  OF  ECONOMIC 
AND  TRADE  RELATIONS 

Economic  relations  between  'states  are  conducted 
through  foreign  trade  exchange  (import  and  export),  transpor¬ 
tation,  insurance,  monetary,  financial  and  other  operations, 
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through  the  coordination  of  national  economy  plans  between 
the  socialist  countries  which  also  envisages  pooling  of  expe¬ 
rience  in  science  and  engineering. 

There  is  also  the  organization  of  international  trade  and 
industrial  exhibitions  and  fairs,  auctions,  granting  of  credits, 
etc..  The  Soviet  Union  also  renders  disinterested  material  aid 
to  a  number  of  friendly  countries. 

The  Soviet  Union  has  undertaken  a  particularly  extensive 
programme  of  economic  and  moral  support  after  World  War 
Two,  when  a  number  of  European,  Asian,  African  and  Latin 
American  countries  embarked  on  the  road  of  independent  de¬ 
velopment. 

The  Soviet  Union  now  renders  aid  in  the  realization  of  over 
500  industrial  and  other  projects  in  Asia  and  Africa.  This  in¬ 
cludes  34  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metallurgy  enterprises,  over 
30  machine-building  and  metal-working  plants,  over  20  chemi¬ 
cal  plants  and  oil  refineries,  over  20  electric  power  stations, 
20  building  materials  enterprises,  etc.. 

The  Uzbek  Republic,  like  all  the  other  Union  Republics  of 
the  USSR  takes  a  most  active  part  in  technical  and  economic 
assistance  to  Asia  and  Africa.  Uzbekistan,  for  instance,  sends 
specialists,  machinery,  equipment  and  materials  to  its  southern 
neighbour  —  Afghanistan.  The  industrial  enterprises  of  our 
Republic  supply  Afghanistan  with  compressor  units  and  spare 
parts  to  them,  pumps,  metal,  hard  alloys,  transformer  substa¬ 
tions,  electric  cable  and  conductors  cotton  ginning  equipment, 
electric  switches,  oil  products,  fabrics  and  other  goods.  Hundreds 
of  Soviet  engineers,  technicians  and  workers,  most  of  them  from 
Uzbekistan,  have  been  employed  in  the  construction  of  the 
Djalalabad  irrigation  canal,  which  brings  water  to  a  distance 
of  70  kilometres  through  Nigrokhar  province  of  Afghanistan. 

The  Minister  of  Mining  and  Industry  of  Afghanistan  Sultan 
Akhmat  Popol,  appraising  the  work  of  the  Uzbek  specialists  in 
his  country  also  thanked  them  for  helping  to  train  Afghan  na¬ 
tional  specialists. 

Uzbekistan  takes  an  active  part  in  the  construction  of  indu¬ 
strial  and  other  enterprises  in  Ceylon,  Nepal,  Ghana,  Mali, 
Cambodia,  Tunisia  and  other  countries.  The  «Podyomnik» 
Machine-Building  Plant  in  Tashkent  has  filled  orders  for  the 
Asswan  High  Dam  project  in  the  United  Arab  Republic  and 
supplied  the  construction  site  with  ten-ton  electric  cranes.  One 
of  the  cotton  ginneries  in  Somalia  is  being  built  after  a  design 
drawn  up  by  Uzbek  engineers.  In  India,  Uzbek  textile  Specia¬ 
lists  have  put  up  and  equipped  a  textile  factory.... 
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The  growing  role  played  by  the  Uzbek  Republic  in  rendering 
technical  and  scientific  assistance  to  other  countries  may  be 
illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the  Ministry  of  Water  Supply  of 
Uzbekistan  has  been  made  fully  responsible  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Djalalabad  irrigation  canal  in  Afghanistan.  The 
Uzbek  Light  Industry  Designing  Institute  is  also  in  charge  of 
designing  work  for  cotton  ginneries  to  be  built  in  a  number  of 
young  states. 

Uzbek  specialists  can  be  found  in  Syria,  the  Democratic 
Republic  of  Vietnam,  the  Korean  People’s  Democratic  Republic, 
the  Mongolian  People’s  Republic,  Guinea,  Cuba  and  other 
countries.  They  are  working  enthusiastically  in  the  jungles  of 
Kalimantan  in  Indonesia,  in  the  deserts  of  Iraq,  the  high-alti¬ 
tude  highways  of  Afghanistan,  on  the  steep  banks  of  the  river 
Nile  in  the  United  Arab  Republic,  under  the  burning  sun  of 
Burma  and  the  tropical  jungles  of  Africa. 

One  of  the  leading  soil  scientists  of  Uzbekistan  N.  Butskov, 
conducted  soil  research  in  the  Euphrates  river  valley  in  Syria 
with  the  aim  of  developing  new  land  as  part  of  a  Soviet  scienti¬ 
fic  and  technical  aid  programme.  The  former  head  agronomist 
of  the  «Pyatiletie»  State  farm  A.  Mukhamedjanov  spent  3  months 
in  India  where  he  taught  local  specialists  all  the  fine  points  in 
cotton  growing.  A.  Khashimov,  senior  research  worker  at  the 
Karakul  Research  Institute  in  Samarkand  went  to  Mongolia  for 
two  years  to  introduce  Soviet  methods  in  sheep  breeding.  The 
USSR  Cotton  Research  Institute  in  Tashkent  has  sent  B.  Kogai, 
head  of  the  rice-growing  laboratory  to  Guinea  where  he  ren¬ 
dered  assistance  in  organizing  a  rice-growing  State  farm. 

Wherever  the  Soviet  people  go  they  carry  with  them  the 
spirit  of  disinterested  friendship  and  mutual  assistance.  Mr.  U 
Poo,  a  senior  officer  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  Burma 
said  that  of  all  the  foreign  specialists  working  in  his  country, 
the  Soviet  ones  were  the  first  to  offer  such  sincere  and  effective 
assistance. 

During  the  last  few  years  the  Soviet  Union  has  considerably 
broadened  the  range  of  its  foreign  trade.  In  1955  our  country  had 
55  trade  partners  abroad  whereas  now  there  are  almost  100. 

The  Uzbek  Republic  accounts  for  a  substantial  share  in  Soviet 
export,  in  fact  it  is  only  second  to  the  Russian  Federation  in  the 
output  of  goods  for  export.  Rich  raw  material  reserves  coupled 
with  a  rapidly  developing  industry  have  created  favourable  pre- 
requizites  for  the  appearance  of  Uzbek  goods  on  the  world  mar¬ 
ket.  Uzbek  produce  is  sold  to  60  countries  including  40  Afro- 
Asian  and  Latin  American  states  and  the  list  of  export  items 
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comprises  textile  machinery,  excavators,  chemical  equipment, 
sets  of  other  equipment,  cranes,  compressor  units,  farm  machi¬ 
nery,  cotton-picking  harvesters,  cotton  ginning  equipment, 
electric  cables,  transformer  substations,  cinema  projecting 
equipment,  diesel  engines  and  pumps,  radio  valves,  hydrome¬ 
teorological  instruments,  cotton  fibre,  karakul  pelts,  cotton 
and  silk  fabrics,  oil  and  oil  products,  medical  preparations,  etc.. 

The  total  volume  of  Uzbek  export  has  more  than  doubled 
during  the  last  decade  and  the  goods’  nomenclature  has  grown 
tenfold.  The  value  of  Uzbek  export  has  grown  almost  eightfold 
since  1948. 

Over  150  enterprises  in  Uzbekistan  are  engaged  in  filling 
orders  for  export  and  they  supply  the  world  market  with  over 
200  goods’  items  to  the  annual  sum  of  just  under  350  million 
roubles. 

The  Andijan  Machine-Building  Plant  sends  its  diesel  engines 
and  pumps  to  over  30  countries.  The  Tashkent  Textile  Ma¬ 
chinery  Plant  maintains  close  contacts  with  textile  enterprises 
and  firms  in  almost  20  countries. 

The  Kokand  Electric  Engineering  Plant  in  Ferghana  region 
has  been  a  steady  supplier  of  equipment  for  Cuba  during  the 
last  several  years.  The  Tashkent  Radio  Valve  Plant  has  over  30 
countries  on  its  export  list. 

The  manufacture  of  the  Uzbek  Chemical  Machinery  Plant  in 
Chirchik  is  very  popular  abroad  and  is  purchased  by  15  count¬ 
ries.  Uzbek  porcelain  manufactured  in  Tashkent  is  also  known 
far  and  wide  and  is  in  great  demand  abroad.  Incidentally,  the 
director  of  one  of  the  Porcelain  factories  in  Czechoslovakia 
Ezek  Vatslav  and  his  colleagues  visited  the  Tashkent  Porcelain 
factory.  They  displayed  great  interest  for  the  organization  of 
production  and  technology  and  studied  samples  of  new  produce. 
The  guests  were  particularly  pleased  with  tea  pots  decorated 
with  national  ornaments.  The  two  enterprises  maintain  corres¬ 
pondence  and  exchange  data  on  new  methods  and  samples  of 
goods  as  well. 

The  main  export  item  of  Uzbekistan  is,  of  course,  cotton.  In 
fact,  the  Republic  accounts  for  over  70  per  cent  of  all  the  cotton 
exported  by  the  Soviet  Union.  Since  1948,  Uzbek  cotton  export 
has  grown  almost  sevenfold.  Cotton  fibre  grown  in  Uzbekistan 
appeared  on  the  world  market  about  20  years  ago  and  foreign 
trade  firms  were  cautious  in  purchasing  it. 

However,  as  soon  as  foreign  textile  enterprises  tested  the 
quality  of  Soviet  cotton  it  was  given  excellent  marks  and  today 
the  Soviet  Union  supplies  cotton  to  the  Federal  German  Repub- 
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lie,  Britain,  Italy,  France,  Japan.  Finland,  Belgium,  Holland, 
Switzerland,  Austria,  Denmark,  Norway,  Portugal,  Canada  and 
other  countries.  Uzbek  Karakul  and  musk-rat  pelts  also  enjoy 
great  popularity  abroad.  In  Paris  for  instance,  one  of  the  furri¬ 
er’s  is  called  «Bukhara».  During  the  last  6  years  the  export  of 
Uzbek  Karakul  has  gone  up  by  40  per  cent,  which  is  also  highly 
significant. 

Uzbekistan’s  trade  with  the  Afro-Asian  countries  has  grown 
considerably.  Iraq,  for  instance,  imports  Uzbek-made  excava¬ 
tors  tractors,  farm  machinery,  electric  cables,  radio  valves,  cot¬ 
ton  fabrics  and  other  items.  India  buys  from  Uzbekistan  elec¬ 
tric  cable,  textile  machinery,  pumps,  pack  switches,  etc.  The 
industrial  enterprises  of  the  Republic  deliver  compressor  units, 
diesel  engines,  rolled  metal  and  medical  preparations  to  Iran, 
cranes  and  radio  valves  to  Pakistan,  textile  and  farm  machi¬ 
nery,  electric  cable,  compressor  units,  excavators,  pumps,  valves, 
pack  switches,  radio  valves,  cranes  and  medical  prepara¬ 
tions  to  the  United  Arab  Republic. 

The  Uzbek  Republic  maintains  close  economic  ties  with 
Indonesia  and  supplies  this  country  with  farm  machines,  elec¬ 
tric  cable,  compressor  units,  excavators,  pumps,  diesel  engines, 
boron  carbide,  hydrometeorological  instruments,  pack  switches, 
cranes  and  cotton  print  of  the  Tashkent  Textile  Mills. 

Soviet  Uzbekistan  has  also  strengthened  its  economic  ties 
with  the  countries  of  Latin  America.  Brazilian  farmers  are  very 
satisfied  with  the  performance  of  trench  diggers,  cultivators  and 
cotton  plant  strippers  imported  from  Uzbekistan.  Uzbek-made 
radio  valves  are  in  great  demand  in  Chile  and  compressor  units 
from  Uzbekistan  are  highly  valued  in  Argentina. 

The  working  people  of  the  Uzbek  Republic  devote  special 
attention  to  filling  foreign  orders.  For  instance,  the  tropical 
equipment  manufactured  at  the  Tashkent  Electric  Engineering 
Plant  is  made  of  special  plastics  to  resist  humidity  and  heat. 

In  exchange  for  its  export  goods,  the  Uzbek  Republic  receives 
a  certain  amount  of  import  items.  For  instance,  two  175-metre 
rotating  furnaces  at  the  Akhangaran  Cement  Works  in 
Tashkent  Region  were  supplied  by  the  German  Democratic  Re¬ 
public.  The  Ernst  Thaelmann  Heavy  Machine-Building  Plant  in 
Magdebourg,  the  GDR,  has  supplied  sets  of  equipment  for  the 
Tashkent  Electric  Cable  Plant.  German-made  electric  trolleys 
and  rock-crushing  equipment  at  the  Altintopkan  Polymetallic 
Plant,  Tashkent  Region,  and  many  of  the  tram  cars  running  in 
Tashkent  have  also  been  imported  from  the  German  Democra¬ 
tic  Republic. 
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German-made  furniture,  clothing,  sewing  machines,  type¬ 
writers,  electrical  appliances,  porcelain,  scooters  and  other  ar¬ 
ticles  are  extremely  popular  in  the  Uzbek  Republic. 

The  Hungarian  People’s  Republic,  for  one,  supplies  equip¬ 
ment  for  a  big  cannery  now  under  construction  in  Ferghana 
valley,  and  also  exports  refrigerating  equipment  and  various 
instruments  to  Uzbekistan.  Many  of  the  industrial  enterprises 
in  the  Republic  use  Bulgarian  electric  motors  and  many  irriga¬ 
tion  canals  are  built  with  the  help  of  suction  dredges  purchased 
from  Czechoslovakia.  The  public  of  Uzbekistan  readily  purcha¬ 
ses  Britich-made  shoes,  knitted  goods  frtm  Yugoslavia,  cotton 
print  from  India  and  satin  from  the  United  Arab  Republic.  Also 
in  great  demand  is  furniture  from  Poland  as  well  as  Mexican 
rice,  Cuban  sugar  and  Moroccan  sardines. 

Highly  indicative  of  Uzbekistan’s  high  level  of  economic 
development  and  its  growing  international  prestige  is  the  fact 
that  our  Republic  is  constantly  invited  to  participate  in  various 
international  fairs  and  exhibitions.  During  the  last  seven  years 
alone  Soviet  Uzbekistan  was  represented  at  over  100  internatio¬ 
nal  trade  fairs. 

Uzbek  goods  have  been  given  prominence  in  Soviet  pavilions 
at  the  1965  fairs  and  exhibitions.  Uzbekistan  was  a  participant 
in  this  year’s  Leipzig  Spring  Fair  in  the  GDR,  which  had  been 
held  for  eight  hundred  years.  The  Uzbek  Republic  took  part 
in  the  Poznan  international  fair  in  Poland,  the  Tripoli  fair  in 
the  Lebanon,  the  Damascus  fair  in  Syria,  the  Salonika  fair  in 
Greece  as  well  as  in  the  Soviet  trade  and  industrial  exhibitions 
in  Iran,  Denmark,  Yugoslavia  and  other  countries.  Among  the 
items  displayed  by  Uzbekistan  are  suspended  cotton-picking 
machines,  precision  cotton  drills,  automobile  trailers,  sprinkling 
and  spraying  devices,  cotton-boll  stripping  machines,  roving 
and  throwing  frames,  hydrological  and  meteorological  instru¬ 
ments,  new  synthetic  materials  produced  in  Uzbekistan  and  so 
on.  There  is  a  growing  demand  on  the  world  market  for  Uzbek 
carpets,  national  skull  caps,  bedspreads,  graded  wines,  etc..  , 


CULTURAL  AND  FRIENDLY  TIES 

Soviet  Uzbekistan’s  cultural  ties  with  foreign  countries 
have  also  acquired  great  scope  and  our  Republic  is  often  called 
the  Soviet  Union’s  gates  into  the  East.  Tashkent  airport  today 
is  an  important  international  centre  servicing  flights  to  and 
from  Jakarta,  Delhi  and  Kabul. 
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Following  Leningrad,  Volgograd  and  Kharkov  —  Tashkent 
was  the  fourth  Soviet  city  to  join  the  World  Federation  of  Fra¬ 
ternised  Cities,  which  is  vivid  evidence  of  the  Uzbek  capital’s 
growing  international  ties.  This  Federation  serves  the  noble  goal 
of  broadening  contacts  between  the  urban  population  in  all  coun¬ 
tries  and  strengthening  peace  between  peoples  irrespective  of 
their  race,  language,  religion  or  political  sympathies.  The 
World  Federation  rallies  cities  of  almost  50  countries  of  the 
world.

Tashkent  is  one  of  the  leading  educational  centres  in  the 
Soviet  Union  and  among  its  students  there  are  young  people 
from  25  countries  of  Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America. 
The  Tashkent  State  University  has  opened  a  preparatory  de- 
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partriient  for  students  and  post-graduates  from  abroad.  It  offers 
a  year’s  training  course  in  Russia  after  which  the  young  people 
are  enrolled  at  various  specialised  secondary  and  higher  educa¬ 
tional  establishments.  There  are  Ghanaian  students  at  the  Tash¬ 
kent  Medical  Institute,  Nigerian  students  at  the  chemical  de¬ 
partment  of  Tashkent  State  University  and  Indian  post  gradu¬ 
ates  at  its  department  of  history.  At  present,  over  300  foreign 
students  are  being  trained  in  Uzbekistan  for  agronomists,  en¬ 
gineers  and  doctors. 

Abdel  Khamid,  an  Egyptian  student  at  the  post-graduate 
course  of  the  Institute  of  Genetics  and  Physiology  of  the  Uzbek 
Academy  of  Sciences  said  that  he  felt  himself  quite  at  home 
among  the  Soviet  people,  who  offered  him  disinterested  assis¬ 
tance,  friendship  and  support.  Abdel  Khamid  stressed:  «The 
Soviet  people  help  all  Asian  and  African  students  to  acquire 
good  knowledge  and  do  research.  I  would  like  to  express  my 
profound  gratitude  to  our  dear  friends». 

It  is  not  only  young  people  that  come  to  Uzbekistan  to 
acquire  education.  Many  specialists  from  abroad  visit  our  Re¬ 
public  with  the  aim  of  borrowing  experience  in  developing  eco¬ 
nomy  and  culture.  During  the  last  10  years,  over  2,500  delega¬ 
tions  from  100  countries  have  visited  the  Uzbek  Republic.  Last 
year  alone,  there  were  345  delegations  from  91  countries  inclu¬ 
ding  Indonesia,  India,  Sweden,  Iran,  Japan,  Afghanistan,  Cam¬ 
bodia,  the  United  States,  Guinea,  Mali,  Morocco  and  the  Ger¬ 
man  Federal  Republic.  The  Ministers  of  Culture  and  Education 
of  India,  Indonesia,  Iceland,  Iraq,  Hungary  and  several  other 
countries  also  came  to  Uzbekistan  to  study  its  methods  of  cul¬ 
tural  upbuilding. 

Uzbekistan  is  also  a  generous  host  to  numerous  foreign  tou¬ 
rists.  Last  year,  there  were  3,250  tourists  from  34  countries. 
The  number  of  Uzbek  tourists  and  delegations  going  abroad  is 
also  increasing  from  year  to  year.  In  1964  representatives  of 
Uzbekistan  visited  70  countries,  and  the  numerous  friendly 
meetings  they  had  there  promoted  friendly  and  cultural 
ties.  There  is  an  Uzbek  saying,  which,  when  translated, 
goes:  «Once  seen  —  an  acquaintance,  the  second  time  seen  — 
a  friend». 

The  international  ties  established  by  Soviet  scientists  play 
an  important  role  in  promoting  friendship,  mutual  understan¬ 
ding  and  business  contacts.  The  joint  discussion  of  scientific 
problems  and  pooling  of  scientific  data  between  research  wor¬ 
kers  of  various  countries  foster  the  development  of  world  science. 
The  works  by  many  Soviet  scientists  have  won  international 
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recognition  and  among  them  are  Academicians  Ubai  Arifov, 
Sabir  Yunusov,  Gani  Mavlyanov,  Tashmukhamed  Kari-Niyazov. 
Ubzek  scientists  attend  various  international  congresses,  con¬ 
ferences  and  symposiums  both  in  the  USSR  and  abroad.  Ubai 
Arifov,  President  of  the  Uzbek  Academy  of  Sciences  was  a  par¬ 
ticipant  in  an  international  conference  on  the  utilization  of  ra- 
dio-isotopoes  in  physics  research  which  was  held  in  Denmark. 
Academician  Gani  Mavlyanov  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Hydrogeological  Association  in  Denmark  while  Acade¬ 
mician  Azimov  went  to  the  United  States  to  take  part  in  the 
tenth  International  Conference  on  Physics  of  High  Energy  Par¬ 
ticles.  Professor  Gulyam  Makhkamov  was  a  delegate  to  the 
Tenth  Pacific  Congress  in  Honolulu  and  also  delivered  reports 
to  the  medical  workers  of  Czechoslovakia.  During  the  last  few 
years  over  150  Uzbek  scientists  have  been  to  40  different  coun¬ 
tries,  where  they  took  part  in  and  delivered  reports  at  more  than 
50  international  scientific  forums.  A  number  of  works  by  Uzbek 
scientists  have  been  translated  into  foreign  languages.  For  in¬ 
stance,  «Biochemistry  of  hormones  of  the  thyroid  gland  under 
thyroid  pathology»  by  Yalkin  Turakulov  has  been  published  in 
a  number  of  countries.  Research  by  Academician  Sabir  Yunusov 
has  won  great  appraisal  abroad  and  he  has  been  elected  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  German  Naturalist  Academy.  Another  Uzbek  Acade¬ 
mician —  Techa  Zakhidov  has  been  elected  member  of  the  Indi¬ 
an  Zoological  Society. 

There  is  great  interest  abroad  for  the  Central  Asian  repub¬ 
lics,  and  particularly  Uzbekistan.  A  number  of  foreign  scien¬ 
tists  have  devoted  their  works  to  our  Republic.  For  instance, 
Mr.  Vaidinathe,  an  Indian  scholar,  is  now  writing  a  book  on 
the  solution  of  the  nationalities  problem  in  Central  Asia  as  a 
result  of  the  Great  October  Socialist  Revolution.  The  young  In¬ 
dian  scholar  Devendra  Kaushik  is  also  doing  research  on  the 
same  subject. 

Ancient  history  of  Uzbekistan  is  a  subject  which  interests 
the  British  historian  Hilda  Hookham.  One  of  her  latest  works 
«Tamerlane  the  Conqueror»  has  been  published  in  London  re¬ 
cently  and  the  author  kindly  sent  a  copy  to  the  Uzbek  Friend¬ 
ship  Society  with  an  inscription  saying  that  she  was  sending 
the  book  along  with  the  greetings  of  a  British  school  teacher 
and  mother  who  believed  that  better  knowledge  of  the  culture 
and  history  of  the  two  peoples  would  promote  mutual  under¬ 
standing,  friendship  and  world  peace. 

Hundreds  of  foreign  scientists  come  to  Uzbekistan  with  the 
aim  of  studying  the  work  of  its  research  establishments,  to  have 
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practice  training  along  professional  lines.  Uzbek  scientists  have 
been  receiving  their  colleagues  from  Poland,  Czechoslovakia, 
China,  Bulgaria,  Mongolia,  the  Democratic  Republic  of  Vietnam, 
Ceylon,  Mali,  France,  Ghana,  Guinea,  the  United  Arab  Repub¬ 
lic,  the  German  Democratic  Republic,  the  United  States  and 
other  countries. 

Among  the  scientific  guests  from  India  were  Doctor  Vadiar, 
governor  of  the  state  of  Mysore,  Doctor  Thaker,  who  was  the 
late  Prime  Minister  Nehru’s  adviser  on  scientific  matters  and 
also  Doctors  Bora-Aya  and  Nair  —  two  nuclear  physicists.  The 
late  Professor  Ashrafi  spent  two  months  studying  ancient  ma¬ 
nuscripts  at  the  Oriental  Research  Institute  of  the  Uzbek  Aca¬ 
demy  of  Sciences  and  Doctor  Aya  also  spent  a  lot  of  time  at  the 
same  establishment. 

Six  Indian  botanists  took  part  in  a  joint  Soviet-Indian  bo¬ 
tanical  expedition  in  Uzbekistan.  In  their  turn,  Uzbek  scientists 
visited  India  on  many  occasions:  Academician  Tashmukhamed 
Kari-Niyazov  attended  the  All-India  scientific  Congress  in  1959; 
K.  Askarov  took  part  in  a  regional  conference  on  soil  structure 
held  in  1960;  F.  Russanov,  director  of  the  Tashkent  Botanical 
Gardens  went  to  India  to  study  the  flora  of  the  Eastern  Hima¬ 
layas,  to  introduce  into  the  USSR  rare  and  valuable  plants  and 
also  to  enrich  plant  collections  of  the  Tashkent  Botanical  Gar¬ 
dens. 

The  Uzbek  Academy  of  Sciences  and  its  library  exchange 
books  with  150  institutions  in  50  countries.  Over  1  thousand  fo¬ 
reign  scientists  are  subscribers  to  the  periodical  publications  of 
the  Uzbek  Academy  of  Sciences  and  the  research  establishments 
of  Uzbekistan  maintain  a  constant  exchange  of  scientific  publi¬ 
cations  and  scientific  data  with  their  opposite  numbers  in  40 
countries. 

Under  the  cultural  and  scientific  cooperation  plans  signed 
between  the  USSR  and  foreign  countries  in  the  field  of  higher 
education,  Tashkent  State  University  conducts  an  exchange  of 
students  and  lecturers  with  a  number  of  educational  establish¬ 
ments  abroad.  A  group  of  Uzbek  scientists  led  by  Academician 
Tashmukhamed  Sarimsakov  were  invited  to  lecture  at  Indiana 
University  in  the  United  States.  Tashkent  State  University 
maintains  contacts  with  Delhi  and  Lahore  Universities  where 
Tashkent  teachers  are  now  lecturing  on  the  Russian  language, 
and  also  with  Universities  in  Indonesia,  Burma,  Britain,  France 
the  German  Democratic  Republic,  Afghanistan  and  other  count¬ 
ries.  Students  and  lecturers  from  the  higher  educational

establishments  of  Uzbekistan  went  for  various  periods  to  Bri¬ 
tain,  India,  the  United  States,  the  United  Arab  Republic,  the 
German  Democratic  Republic,  Czechoslovakia  and  Bulgaria. 
Goga  Khidoyatov,  a  young  Uzbek  historian  spent  some  time  in 
Britain  working  on  his  doctor’s  thesis. 

In  all,  over  100  research  institutes,  cultural  and  public  or¬ 
ganization  in  Uzbekistan  maintain  close  contacts  with  similar 
establishments  abroad. 

The  development  of  friendly  cultural  ties  has  been  further 
promoted  by  foreign  artistic  tours.  Among  the  countries  whose 
art  has  been  demonstrated  in  the  Uzbek  Republic  were  Mexico, 
the  United  States,  Peru,  Ceylon,  France,  Poland,  Indonesia, 
India  and  many  other  countries.

The  Uzbek  theatre-going  public  warmly  applauded  the  fa¬ 
mous  Peruvian  singer  Ima  Sumak,  the  Afghan  singer  Khial  and 
the  exquizite  performance  of  the  French  pianist  Jaqueline  Eymar. 
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The  Kumar  Samva  dance  company  acquainted  the  Uzbek  public 
with  Indian  classical  dances  and  Uzbek  audiences  were  also 
deeply  impressed  by  the  performances  of  the  Pakistani  song  and 
dance  ensemble. 

The  theatres  of  Uzbekistan  have  a  rich  repertoire  which 
includes  many  works  by  foreign  playwrights  and  composers  — 
a  fact  testifying  to  the  great  interest  of  the  Uzbek  people  in  the 
culture  and  art  of  other  peoples.  Plays  by  William  Shakespeare 
enjoy  great  popularity  in  Uzbekistan  and  such  Uzbek-language 
productions  as  «Othello»,  «Romeo  and  Julliet»  and  «Hamlet» 
have  been  running  to  full  house  for  the  last  20  years  at  the 
Rhamza  Theatre  of  the  Uzbek  Drama.  The  Namangan  Theatre 
in  Andijan  region  has  staged  «King  Lear»,  the  Samarkand 
Theatre  has  put  on  «Othello»  and  the  Gorky  Theatre  of  the  Rus¬ 
sian  Drama  in  Tashkent  has  produced  «Hamlet». 

In  1955,  the  Khamza  Theatre  of  the  Uzbek  Drama  staged 
«Daughter  of  the  Ganges»  —  a  production  based  on  the  novel 
«The  Wreck»  by  Rabindranath  Tagore  and  ever  since  then  this 
play  has  been  an  invariable  success.  This  play  has  also  been  ta¬ 
ken  up  by  theatres  in  Samarkand,  Namangan  and  Kokand 
(Ferghana  region).  The  Mukimi  Theatre  of  the  Uzbek  Musical 
Drama  shows  a  production  called  «The  White  Lotus».  It  is  based 
on  Indian  folk  tales  and  has  been  included  into  the  repertoires 
of  the  Samarkand  and  Andijan  theatres. 

The  Uzbek  public  can  read  foreign  authors  in  its  native  lan¬ 
guage.  Works  by  William  Shakespeare,  Daniel  Defo,  Jack  Lon¬ 
don,  Mark  Twain,  Theodore  Dreiser,  Ernst  Hemingway  and 
writes  of  Indonesia,  Burma  and  other  countries  have  been 
translated  into  Uzbek.  Many  Indian  writers  have  also  been  pub¬ 
lished  in  Uzbekistan  and  among  them  Rabindranath  Tagore, 
Prem  Chand  and  Akhmed  Abbas  enjoy  great  popularity.  The 
Uzbek  publishing  houses  have  put  out  almost  50  works  by  wri¬ 
ters  of  Asian,  African,  European  and  American  countries.  A 
book  comprising  works  by  18  Ghanaian  writers  has  come  off 
the  press  in  Tashkent  —  it  is  the  first  publication  of  its  king  in 
the  Soviet  Union. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  cinema-going  public  of 
Uzbekistan  has  seen  films  produced  by  more  than  40  foreign 
studios. 

Works  by  Uzbek  writers  have  been  published  in  many  count¬ 
ries  and  full-feature  films  and  documentaries  released  by  the 
Uzbek  Film  Studio  in  Tashkent  have  been  running  in  over  40 
countries.  Uzbek  art  workers  have  been  to  a  number  of  Latin 
American  countries,  to  the  Arab  East,  in  Burma,  Indonesia,  Po-

land,  Finland,  Australia  and  Bulgaria.  In  India  alone  there  have 
been  over  30  visiting  artists  from  Uzbekistan  and  among  them 
People’s  Artistes  of  the  USSR  Mukarram  Turgunbayeva,  Saodat 
Kabulova,  Khalima  Nasirova  and  Galia  Izmailova. 

The  well-known  Indian  writer  Khodja  Ahmed  Abbas  said  du¬ 
ring  his  stay  in  Tashkent:  «The  Uzbeks  conquered  India  twice: 
the  first  time  under  khan  Babur  —  that  was  several  centuries 
ago;  the  second  conquest  took  place  a  few  years  ago  and  it 
was  the  Uzbek  woman  Mukarram  Turgunbayeva  who  conquered, 
our  hearts  with  her  amazing  art.»  The  «Bakhor»  (Spring)  song 
and  dance  ensemble  of  Uzbekistan,  whose  art  director  is  Mukar¬ 
ram  Turgunbayeva,  recently  returned  from  a  tour  of  the  Arab 
countries.  The  performances  of  this  ensemble  aroused  great  ad¬ 
miration  abroad. 

Latif  Faiziev  and  Malik  Kayumov,  two  well-known 
Uzbek  film  producers  attended  a  number  of  foreign  film  festi¬ 
vals. 
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Abdulkhak  Abdullayev,  Iskander  Ikramov  and  a  number  of 
other  Uzbek  painters  went  to  India  and  other  parts  of  the  world 
where  they  collected  rich  material  for  their  artistic  work.  Meri¬ 
ted  Art  Worker  of  Uzbekistan  Abdulkhak  Abdullayev  created 
a  whole  gallery  of  portraits  of  prominent  political  figures  of 
India  and  Indonesia.  People’s  Artist  of  Uzbekistan  Boris  Ufim- 
tsev  has  a  series  of  canvasses  called  «In  India»  in  which  two 
paintings:  «India»  and  «The  Ganges»  are  singled  out  for  their 
generalization  and  symbolic  nature. 


TASHKENT  —  A  PLACE  OF  INTERNATIONAL 
MEETINGS 

The  development  of  good  relations  between  Uzbekistan 
and  other  countries  of  the  world  helps  their  peoples  to  know 
more  about  each  other’s  life  and  national  culture.  This,  in  turn, 
promotes  mutual  respect,  sympathy  and  stronger  friendship. 
Uzbekistan  has  been  the  meeting  place  for  a  number  of  impor¬ 
tant  international  forums  and  this  is  vivid  illustration  of  the 
Republic’s  growing  international  authority. 

The  most  significant  international  meeting  in  Tashkent  was 
the  1958  Conference  of  Afro-Asian  Writers  which  brought  forth 
the  «Spirit  of  Tashkent».  For  many  participants,  this  writers’ 
forum  proved  to  be  a  turning  point  in  their  creative  work  to¬ 
wards  burning  problems  —  the  struggle  for  peace  and  the  na¬ 
tional-liberation  movement. 

Tashkent  was  also  the  meeting  place  for  an  international 
seminar  of  trade  unionists  from  36  countries.  For,  20  days  pro¬ 
minent  trade  unionists  from  Asia,  Africa,  Latin  America  and 
Europe  discussed  the  problem  of  education  and  culture  for  the 
working  people.  The  participants  in  the  seminar  acquainted 
themselves  with  the  achievements  of  Soviet  economy,  science, 
engineering  and  culture,  with  the  tasks  facing  the  Soviet  trade 
unions  in  the  field  of  education  and  cultural  development  of  the 
broad  masses  and  methods  of  their  practical  realization.  They 
also  studied  the  achievements  of  the  peoples  of  Uzbekistan  in 
communist  upbuilding. 

An  international  seminar  on  cotton  growing  was  held  in 
Tashkent  under  the  auspices  of  FAO  (Food  and  Agriculture 
Organization  under  the  United  Nations)  .  A  group  of  specialists 
and  scientists  from  the  United  Arab  Republic,  Iraq,  Pakistan 
and  Afghanistan  spent  5  months  in  Uzbekistan  studying  the 
experience  of  Uzbek  cotton  growers,  attending  lectures  by  lea- 
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ding  scientists,  visiting  collective  and  State  farms  to  obtain 
on-the-spot  information  and  mastering  Soviet  cotton-growing 
machinery. 

Mr.  Makhbub  Ali,  director  of  a  cotton-research  institute  in 
Pakistan  expressed  his  belief  that  by  borrowing  the  experience 
of  Uzbekistan,  his  country  would  be  able  to  boost  cotton  yields 
which  at  present  are  only  half  of  what  the  Uzbek  Republic  has 
achieved.  Mr.  Makhbub  Ali  praised  the  scientific-research  work 
conducted  in  the  field  of  cotton  growing  in  Uzbekistan.  He  said 
Uzbek  scientists  applied  the  most  up-to-date  methods,  including 
radioactive  isotopes  in  their  extremely  broad  and  detailed  rese¬ 
arch.  Advanced  scientific  achievements  are  introduced  into 
everyday  practice  on  a  large  scale  and  this  helps  to  raise  yields 
rapidly.  Mr.  Makhbub  Ali  also  had  high  praises  for  Uzbek  plant 
breeders  who  have  developed  high-yield  and  fast-ripening  va¬ 
rieties  of  cotton  on  the  basis  of  Michurin’s  teaching.  In  conclu¬ 
sion  the  Arab  scientist  said:  «On  our  return  home,  we  will  apply 
some  of  the  methods  we  had  learned  at  the  seminar,  namely  the 
square-cluster  method  of  sowing  cotton  and  the  introduction 
of  fertilizer. » 

Tashkent  was  the  host  city  for  an  international  conference 
on  tropical  diseases  which  was  called  to  pool  experience  and 
work  out  ways  and  means  of  combatting  diseases  which  occur 
in  countries  with  a  hot  climate.  Speaking  at  the  conference,  the 
chairman  of  the  Initiative  committee,  the  learned  secretary  of 
the  USSR  Academy  of  Sciences  V.  Zhdanov  pointed  out  that 
such  diseases  as  smallpox,  malaria  and  helminthosis  had  been 
stamped  out  in  the  Soviet  Union,  but  they  would  be  fully  eradi¬ 
cated  only  after  liquidation  on  a  world-wide  scale.  He  also  said 
that  the  whole  of  mankind  should  benefit  from  the  medical 
achievements  of  the  advanced  countries. 

The  USSR  Medical  Academy  held  an  itinerary  session  in 
Tashkent  with  representatives  from  many  foreign  countries 
attending.  The  delegates  from  China,  Poland,  the  German  De¬ 
mocratic  Republic,  Cuba,  Argentina,  Cyprus,  Israel,  the  Sudan, 
Somalia,  Togo,  Rumania,  Bulgaria,  the  United  Arab  Republic, 
Iraq,  the  Lebanon,  Pakistan,  Gabon,  Morocco  and  the  Cameroun 
saw  for  themselves  that  joint  discussion  of  pressing  problems 
is  extremely  useful  for  world  peace  and  international  friendship. 

UNESCO  also  chose  Tashkent  for  an  international  training 
course  on  hydrogeology  and  soil  science.  Scientists  from  Tuni¬ 
sia,  the  United  Arab  Republic,  Israel.  Iran,  the  Lebanon,  Turkey 
and  Syria  were  received  at  the  Hydrogeology  and  Engineering 
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Geology  Research  Institute  of  the  Uzbek  Academy  of  Sciences, 
where,  for  several  months,  they  studied  in  detail  the  work  of  our 
scientists  and  acquainted  themselves  with  the  activities  of  va¬ 
rious  research  establishments. 

The  International  Seminar  of  African  Women  on  Education 
was  an  outstanding  event.  It  was  held  by  the  USSR  Commission 
On  UNESCO  and  the  Soviet  Women’s  Committee  in  accordance 
with  a  recommendation  of  the  World  Conference  on  Adult  Edu¬ 
cation  (held  in  Canada  in  1962)  and  the  UNESCO  programme. 
The  seminar  was  attended  by  representatives  of  17  African 
states,  a  permanent  observer  from  UNESCO  and  a  member  of 
the  editorial  board  of  the  magazine  «Women  of  the  World»  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  World  Democratic  Women’s  Federation.  Speaking 
to  correspondents  Madame  Sofia  Doku,  MP,  deputy  national 
secretary  of  the  Women’s  National  Council  of  Ghana  said  that 
she  had  arrived  in  Tashkent  not  only  to  see  and  hear  things 
but  also  to  study  and  borrow  Soviet  experience  in  the  field  of 
women’s  education. 

Thus,  over  30  international  conferences,  sessions,  seminars, 
etc.  have  been  held  in  Tashkent  during  the  last  few  years.  In¬ 
ternational  forums,  get-togethers  and  discussions  on  various 
topics  constitute  an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  Uz¬ 
bekistan’s  international  ties. 

PUBLIC  ACTIVITY 

IN  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  CULTURAL 
COOPERATION 

The  Uzbek  Society  for  Friendship  and  Cultural  Rela¬ 
tions  with  Foreign  Countries,  which  is  a  highly  representative 
organization,  plays  an  important  role  in  the  development  of 
contacts  with  foreign  countries.  The  Uzbek  Society  for  Friend¬ 
ship  and  Cultural  Relations  with  Foreign  Countries  is  a  volun¬ 
tary  public  organization  which  had  been  set  up  under  Article 
125  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Uzbek  Republic.  The  purpose  of 
the  Society  is  to  promote  friendship,  mutual  understanding, 
trust  and  cultural  cooperation  between  the  people  of  the  Uzbek 
Soviet  Socialist  Republic  and  other  countries.  The  Society 
has  a  big  number  of  active  members  from  all  walks  of  life  — 
scientific,  cultural  and  art  workers,  industrial  workers  and  pea¬ 
sants. 

The  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  has  been  the  initiator  for  the 
inauguration  of  Uzbek  Branches  of  Soviet  Friendship  Societies 
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A  function  in  Norway  devoted  to  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  Soviet  Uzbekistan. 


with  a  number  of  Asian  and  African  countries:  with  the  count¬ 
ries  of  the  Arab  East,  Africa,  Indonesia,  India,  China  and  Af¬ 
ghanistan.  The  work  of  these  Branches  is  coordinated  by  the  Uz¬ 
bek  Friendship  Society,  which  itself  has  several  sections:  natural 
and  precise  sciences,  architecture  and  imitative  art,  literature, 
music  and  cinema,  social  science  and  photography.  There  is  al¬ 
so  a  women’s  section  at  the  Society. 

The  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  is  developing  its  contacts 
with  foreign  countries.  In  1957  the  Society  maintained  ties  with 
24  countries  whereas  today  this  number  has  reached  89. 

The  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  conducts  extensive  enlighten¬ 
ing  work  on  life  in  other  countries  and  the  history  of  other 
peoples.  Various  memorable  dates,  such  as  independence  anni¬ 
versaries  of  friendly  countries  are  widely  observed  in  the  Uzbek 
Republic.  The  Society  organizes  various  exhibitions  devoted  to 
life  in  other  countries  and  to  prominent  people.  Lectures  and 
reports  on  the  history  and  culture  of  other  peoples  are  given  over 
the  radio  and  television  and  special  articles  on  the  subject  are 
published  in  the  press.  Uzbek  tourists  and  specialists  who  had 
been  abroad  meet  with  the  public  and  share  their  impressions  of 
these  trips.  In  1964  alone  the  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  initia¬ 
ted  over  50  functions  devoted  to  foreign  countries  which  were 
attended  by  tens  of  thousands  of  people.  This  year,  for  instance, 
the  society  held  evenings  devoted  to  the  seventeenth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Union  of  Burma,  the  first  anniversary  of  the  young 
African  state  of  Tanzania.  A  big  public  meeting  was  held  on 
the  occasion  of  «Punjab  Day»  in  Uzbekistan.  The  Society  took 
an  active  part  in  observing  a  week  of  solidarity  with  the  Viet¬ 
nam  people’s  struggle  against  American  aggression,  organized 
excursions  and  meetings  with  prominent  people  for  foreign  stu¬ 
dents  in  Uzbekistan,  held  a  function  to  observe  the  forty-sixth 
anniversary  of  Afghanistan’s  independence.  There  was  an  eve¬ 
ning  devoted  to  International  Theatre  Day  and  many  other 
functions. 

Overseas  Friendship  Societies  provide  the  Uzbek  Friendship 
Society  with  the  necessary  material  for  dissemination  in  the 
Republic. 

The  Uzbek  public  displayed  great  interest  for  art  exhibitions 
by  the  Czechoslovak  painter  Rzhiga,  the  Pakistani  painter 
Abedin,  the  Ceylonese  painter  Djaganath  Premachandra.  Also 
a  great  success  were  photo  exhibitions  on  housing  construction 
in  the  Rumanian  People’s  Republic,  on  African  states,  on  the 
life  and  work  of  Javaharlar  Nehru  and  a  photo  exhibition  by 
the  Indian  photographer  Hamendra  Shah. 
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The  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  conducts  extensive  work  in 
the  way  of  acquainting  the  foreign  public  with  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  Uzbekistan  in  the  field  of  industry,  agriculture, 
science,  culture,  etc.  The  Society  sends  abroad  a  big  number  of 
publications,  photos,  records,  films  and  exhibitions  devoted 
to  the  progress  of  the  Uzbek  people  in  communist  upbuil¬ 
ding. 

Mr.  Nizar,  secretary  of  the  Association  of  Islamic  Culture 
of  Ceylon  wrote  to  the  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  on  receiving 
a  book  parcel  from  Tashkent.  He  stressed  that  the  members  of 
the  Association  showed  great  interest  for  the  books  and 
expressed  the  desire  to  read  more  about  the  Uzbek  people  and 
to  establish  good  relations  with  them. 

The  Principal  of  the  Women’s  State  College  in  Chandigarh, 
India,  Ester  Shahani  said  that  she  found  the  monthly  bulletins 
issued  by  the  Uzbek  Friendship  Society  highly  informative  and 
depicting  progress  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  all  aspects.  Ester  Sha¬ 
hani  also  said  that  she  had  the  bulletins  sent  to  the  students’  lib¬ 
rary  so  that  the  entire  college  could  get  better  acquainted  with 
the  country  which  displays  so  much  good  will  and  friendship 
iowards  India. 

In  their  turn  friends  of  the  Uzbek  Republic  abroad  hold  spe¬ 
cial  Days  of  Uzbek  Culture.  In  Poland,  for  instance,  this  deve¬ 
loped  into  a  big  holiday  lasting  several  days. 

It  must  be  said,  however,  that  vivid  testimony  of  Uzbeki¬ 
stan's  growing  international  ties  were  the  celebrations  of  the 
Republic’s  fortieth  anniversary  in  forty-three  countries  of  the 
world  at  the  end  of  1964.  This  date  was  observed  by  big  func¬ 
tions  and  meetings,  friendship  evenings,  lectures,  talks,  concert 
programmes  of  Uzbek  music,  film  festivals,  exhibitions  of  pho¬ 
tography,  applied  art  and  books,  special  radio  and  television 
programmes  and  special  issues  of  papers  and  magazines.  The 
celebrations  of  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  Soviet  Uzbekistan 
aroused  great  public  interest.  In  a  number  of  countries  promi¬ 
nent  public  figures  participated  in  the  celebrations  and  among 
them  were  Jan  Murdal  —  the  Swedish  writer,  K.  Annan  —  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  People’s  Convent  Party  of 
Ghana,  S.  Djalival  —  chairman  of  the  Singh’s  religious  organi¬ 
zation  in  Punjab,  India,  Nazakai  —  a  Pakistani  singer,  Djalal 
Ale  Akhmad  —  an  Iranian  scientist,  Doctor  Vilyamarin  of  Co¬ 
lumbia,  Manuel  Messa  Andrakal  —  a  Mexican  engineer,  the 
governor  of  Jakarta  (Indonesia)  Henk  Ngantung  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  League  of  Friendship  with  the  USSR  George  Ra- 
djapakse  (Ceylon).

In  Africa  the  celebrations  of  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  Soviet 
Uzbekistan  developed  into  a  demonstration  of  growing  sym¬ 
pathy  for  our  Republic.  In  Ghana,  for  instance,  special  functions 
devoted  to  Uzbekistan  were  held  by  the  Ghana-USSR  branch 
societies  in  Gape  Coast,  Sekondi-Takoradi,  Kumasi,  and  Salt- 
pond.  The  photo  exhibition  «40  years  of  Soviet  Uzbekistan»  was 
put  up  at  the  Houses  of  Ghanaian-Soviet  Friendship  in  Cape  Co¬ 
ast,  Accra,  Kumasi,  Teme,  Svedru,  Mampong,  Aburi,  Sunyani 
and  other  towns. 

Three  thousand  people  in  Kotonu  and  Porto-Novo  in  Daho¬ 
mey  saw  the  films  «Our  Tashkent»;  «Bakhor  Dances»  and 
«The  Hunger  Steppe»  which  depict  life  in  Uzbekistan.  Among 
the  audiences  were  participants  in  a  UNESCO  youth  seminar 
from  Dahomey,  the  Congo  (Brazzaville),  Guinea,  Mali,  Mauri¬ 
tania,  Gabon,  Senegal  and  Togo.  In  Somalia,  photo  exhibitions 
on  Uzbekistan  were  put  up  on  thirteen  stands  in  various  parts 
of  the  country. 

Uzbekistan’s  fortieth  anniversary  was  also  widely  observed 
in  the  countries  of  South-  East  Asia.  The  Indonesia-USSR  so¬ 
ciety  held  big  functions  to  mark  the  date  in  Jakarta,  Surabaya, 
Chimegon,  Kalimantan,  Asahan  and  other  places.  Photo  exhi¬ 
bitions  on  Uzbekistan  were  displayed  in  Medan,  Purvokerto, 
Bandung  and  other  towns.  The  opening  of  an  exhibition  at  the 
Railway  Workers’  House  in  Jakarta  devoted  to  the  Uzbek 
Republic  developed  into  a  friendship  meeting.  This  exhibition 
attracted  some  eight  thousand  people  who  also  saw  there  Uzbek 
books  and  articles  of  Uzbek  applied  art  on  display.  Five  thou¬ 
sand  people  attended  a  festival  of  Uzbek  films  in  the  Indonesian 
capital. 

A  manifestation  of  growing  friendship  between  the  peoples 
of  Uzbekistan  and  Punjab  (India)  were  the  celebration  of 
Uzbekistan’s  fortieth  anniversary  in  Patiala,  capital  of  the 
state  of  Punjab.  The  participants  in  a  meeting  held  at  Friendship 
House  in  Patiala  adopted  a  message  of  greeting  to  the  Uzbek 
people  on  the  eve  of  the  New  Year,  which  said  in  part:  «This 
meeting  of  citizens  of  Patiala  initiated  by  the  leadership  of 
ISCUS  in  Patiala,  extends  its  warm  greetings  to  the  Uzbek 
people  on  the  occasion  of  the  fortieth  anniversary  of  their  re¬ 
public.  The  people  of  Punjab  rejoice  in  and  admire  the  frater¬ 
nal  Uzbek  people  and  their  great  achievements  in  all  branches 
of  industry;  agriculture,  education  and  the  arts.  Such  amazing 
progress  in  such  a  chort  period  of  time  is  nothing  but  a  miracie». 

The  great  interest  for  Uzbekistan  in  the  Arab  countries  may

In  is  highly  indicative  that  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
people  visiting  Uzbekistan  make  similar  comments  irrespective 
of  whether  they  are  members  of  government  delegations,  tou¬ 
rists  or  art  workers. 

True,  among  those  who  come  to  Uzbekistan,  there  are  some 
who  slander  on  Uzbekistan  and  the  Soviet  Union  in  general  on 
returning  home.  Mr.  Larry  Henderson,  a  Canadian  TV  corres¬ 
pondent,  presented  a  distorted  picture  of  life  in  Soviet  Uzbeki-

stan  in  his  programmes.  But  Mr.  Henderson's  inventions  were 
refuted  by  his  Countrymen.  The  editor-in-chief  of  the  magazine 
«Northern  Neighbours»  Dyson  Carter,  a  prominent  Canadian 
public  figure,  toured  the  Soviet  Union  some  time  ago  and  vi- 
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sited  the  Uzbek  Republic.  On  his  return  home  Mr.  Carter  wrote 
a  book  entitled  «The  Future  of  Freedom»  in  which  he  shared 
with  the  readers  his  impressions  of  the  trip.  The  author  devoted 
much  space  to  the  republics  of  Central  Asia  and  Kazakhstan 
and  gave  many,  facts  and  figures  testifying  to  the  great  trans¬ 
formations  that  had  taken  place  there  under  the  Soviet  power. 
Speaking  of  the  progress  achieved  in  the  economic,  political  and 
cultural  life  of  Uzbekistan,  Mr.  Carter  compares  these  successes 
with  the  achievements  of  such  a  highly-developed  country  as 
the  United  States,  to  say  nothing  of  the  lesser  developed  count¬ 
ries  of  Asia  and  Africa.  Comments  by  Mr.  Carter  and  other 
honest-minded  foreigners  leave  no  stone  unturned  of  the  un¬ 
seemly  insinuations  by  the  Western  reactionary  circles  concer¬ 
ning  «Russian  colonies»  in  Central  Asia. 

Mr.  Injlavyu  Nikanor,  a  prominent  public  figure  of  the  Ca- 
meroun  wrote,  for  one,  that  during  a  short  period  of  time  the 
Uzbek  Republic  had  achieved  impressive  progress  in  industry 
and  agriculture.  A  study  of  the  work  done  in  Uzbekistan  is  ve¬ 
ry  useful  and  this  experience  can  be  borrowed  for  building  a 
new  life,  he  stressed. 

The  outstanding  American  publicist  Joseph  North  pointed 
out  that  the  nationalities  problem  in  Uzbekistan  had  been  solved 
as  successfully  as  anywhere  else  in  the  Soviet  Union.  He  said: 
«I  observed  with  joy  your  panorama  of  socialism  as  I  went 
through  school  classrooms  where  swarthy  Uzbek  children  and 
white  Russian  children  sat  side  by  side,  where  racial  discrimi¬ 
nation  had  been  done  away  with  long  ago». 

Mr.  Rombir  Singh,  editor-in-chief  of  the  Indian  paper  «Mi- 
lan»  had  this  to  declare:  «There  is  a  wonderful  fairy  tale  about 
Alladin’s  majic  lamp  which  had  been  born  out  of  the  peoples’ 
dream  of  happiness.  This  lamp  is  capable  of  transforming 
deserts  into  blossoming  orchards  and  can  build  a  palace  in  the 
wink  of  an  eye.  Present-day  life  in  Uzbekistan  is  like  in  this 
fairy  tale.  With  Alladin  it  was  a  majic  force  —  with  you  it  is  a 
wordly  force:  the  creative  endeavour  of  the  peoples.  It  is  labour 
that  creates  all  the  riches,  that  transforms  the  Hunger  Steppe 
and  changes  the  appearance  of  your  towns  and  villages». 

The  Vice-President  of  the  «Nigeria — USSR»  society  Mr. 
Emene  Ogbufor  Chichbu  said:  «We  decided  to  visit  Uzbekistan 
so  as  to  see  with  our  own  eyes  what  has  been  achieved  by  the 
Uzbek  people  under  the  Soviet  power  and  to  tell  it  to  our  people. 
The  Anglo-American  colonialists  slander  the  Soviet  Union 
and  try  to  poison  the  minds  of  the  African  peoples  by  alleging 
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that  the  Central  Asian  republics  are  colonies  of  Russia,  that 
they  have  neither  industry  nor  culture  of  their  own.  We  know 
now  that  your  progress  is  tremendous  and  the  people  of  Nige¬ 
ria  would  like  to  live  like  the  Soviet  peoples  do». 
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
